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DETAILED ACTION 

Note: 

The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search with respect to the new limitations in claims 3 regarding the production rations of 
carotenoids other than canthaxanthin, including issues under 35 U.S.C § 1 12 and of new matter . 
The proposed amendment also raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search with respect to claims 4 and 5, including new issues under 35 U.S.C § 1 12, second 
paragraph of claim duplication. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered to the extent that they pertain to the 
claims now of record but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

Applicants argue that a deposit is not necessary because the microorganism of interest as 
claimed in claims 4 and 6 can be readily identified by a specific screening test. Yet, no specific 
screening test is in fact disclosed to identify the required high producing mutants. Moreover, it is 
unclear how this argument pertains to mutations of mutants of the deposited strains. This 
particular array of suitable mutants is not readily available to the public. 

The claims are properly rejected as containing subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The reproducibility of the 
random mutagenesis method used in the examples is uncertain and no specific selection method 
is found. 

For these reasons, a deposit of the biological material is required. 

Regarding the art rejections, applicant argues that Tsubokura et al. do not teach or 
suggest "such a screening method to select a mutant". However, the portion of the specification 
intended in this argument cannot be readily identified, since no specific screening method are 
found, as noted supra. The statements in Crueger apply equally to the instant invention as to 
Tsubokura et al. 

Therefore the rejections are deemed proper and are adhered to.
